JFR Faces U.N., Urges Joint Moon Probe 


UNITED NATIONS, N Y, UFI - 
President Kennedy today noted the 
apparent pause in the cold w ar and 
called for now U.S.-Soviet coopera­ 
tion, including a joint ex pedition to 
the moon. 


He a lso urgnl new effo rts to 
ba n v a ca tio ns o f ma ss destructio n 
fro m o uter spa ce. 


The President addressed the U.N. 
G eneral Assembly which Thursday 
heaitl a policy declaration from So­ 
viet 
Foreign 
Minister Andrei 
A. 
Gromy k o. 
Kennedy 
m atched 
the 
m oderate, conciliatory tone set by 
Gromy k o and hailed by U.N. dele­ 
gates as a welcome change in the 
international atm osphere. 


The one jarring note was 
a lK*y - 
eott by the Cuban delegation, whose 
seats were conspicuously vacant 
in the crowded cham ber. 


The President m ade no specific 
mention of G rom y k o’s proposal for 
an 18 -nation sum m it conference on 
disarm am ent in 1964, but he laid 
heavy stress on continuing arm s 
negotiations, lie cautiously followed 
his reference to “ a pause in the 


cold w ar” by a rem inder that this 
is not a lasting peace. 
The public wa s ex cluded fro m 
the ga lleries fo r security rea so ns, 
lint the sea ts were pa rked with 
specta to rs—including members o f 
the 111 U.N. diplo ma tic missio ns 
a nd U.N. sta ff perso nnel. 
A fter tho speech, the President 
held a reception at which he met 
the heads of delegations. He talk ed 
with Gromy k o longer than any of 
the others. 
Inform ed sources said there was 
no 
discussion 
of 
the 
K e nne y 
speech, but the two talk ed aliout 
their forthcoming m eeting in W ash­ 
ington. 
G rom y k o could not lie reached for 
com m ent, hut a diplom atic infonnant 
said the perm anent Soviet delegate, 
A m bassador Nik olai 
T. Fedorenk o, 
had told 
a m em ber of the U.S. dele­ 
gation “ it w as an ex cellent speech, 
a 
good speech.” 
In a ma jo r fo reign po licy pro ­ 
no uncement 
befo re 
the 
United 
Na tio ns, Kennedy sa id the nego ­ 
tia tio n o f a limited nuclea r test- 
ba n trea ty —which he predicted 


wo uld 
win 
“ o v erwhelming 
en­ 
do rsement” fro m the U.S. Sena te 
nex t week — co uld pro v e “ the 
sta rt id a lo ng a nd fruitful jo ur­ 
ney ” to wa rd |» ea ce. 
And he said it might bf* followed 
by a joint American-Soviet effort 
to place the first hum ans on the 
moon, ‘‘not as the representatives 
of a single nation, hut the repre­ 
sentatives of all hum anity .” 
In his address prepared for de­ 
livery to the 18 th G eneral A ssem ­ 
bly , Kennedy also called for steps 
tow ard disarm am ent and a broader 
test ban, addition of racial and 
religious 
discrim ination 
e v e r y ­ 
where, and new efforts to strength­ 
en the United Nations as an instru­ 
ment of international cooperation. 
The President’s address had been 
aw aited with mounting interest be­ 
cause it followed by one day a 
generally conciliatory talk to the 
G eneral Assem bly by Soviet F or­ 
eign M inister Andrei A. Gromy k o. 
In his o nly reference to Gro ­ 
my ko ’s ta lk, Kennedy sa id: 
“ We 
must

a greement, enco ura ged by y es­ 


terda y ’s a ffirma tiv e respo nse to 
this pro po sa l, by the So v iet fo r­ 
eign 
minister, o n a n a rra nge­ 
ment to keep w ea|>o ns o f ma ss 
destructio n o ui o f o uter spa ce.” 
With the reference to G rom y k o’s 
speech, which also called for a sum ­ 
mit 
conference 
on 
disarm am ent 
nex t y ear, Kennedy went on to 
m ak e 
his dram atic proposal for 
the joint moon shot. 
In space, Kennedy said, both the 
United States and the Soviet Union 
have “ a special capacity ." F ur­ 
therm ore, he arguiKl, both have 
agreed through the United Nations 
that they will m ak e no territorial 
claim s in space. 
Having prepared this back drop, 
Kennedy said: 
“ Why , 
therefore, should m an’s 
first flight to the moon he a m atter 
of 
national 
com petition? 
W hy 
should the United States and the 
Soviet Union, in preparing for such 
ex peditions, 
becom e 
involved 
in 
im m ense duplications of research, 
construction and ex penditure? 
“ Surely 
we 
sho uld 
ex plo re 
whether the scientists a nd a stro ­ 


na uts o f o ur two co untries—in­ 
deed o f 
a ll 
the wo rld—ca nno t 
wo rk to gether In the co nquest o f 
spa ce, sending so me da y In this 
deca de to the mo o n, no t the rep­ 
resenta tiv es o f a single na tio n. 
but the 
representa tiv es o f 
a ll 
huma nity .” 


Even though Kennedy said this 
m ight becom e a worldwide project 
he em phasized the "special capa­ 
city ” of the United States and the 
Soviet Union and used the term 
“ a joint ex pedition to the m oon.” 
T here was no doubt that he re­ 
garded this as a possible avenue 
of dram atic cooperation between 
the 
principal 
cold 
w ar 
adver­ 
saries. But he also stressed that 
such a step, and others he sug­ 
gested, “ will req uire on our part 
full consultation with our allies.” 
While 
holding 
out 
an 
olive 
branch, 
Kennedy 
indirectly 
be­ 
labored the Soviet Union for its 
record 
in 
G erm any , 
Cuba, 
the 
Congo, 
the 
United 
Nations 
and 
elsew here. 
And, he said that the United 
States is not without stain—spe­ 


cifically , in the area of racial dis­ 
crim ination. 
Said Kennedy : 
“ The United States of America 
is opposed to discrim ination and 
persecution on grounds of race 
and 
religion 
any w here 
in 
the 
world, including our own nation. 
We 
are 
work ing 
to right 
the 
wrongs of our own nation.” 
Kennedy did not confine his dis­ 
cussion of discrim ination to the 
United Slates, however. Ile con­ 
dem ned the oppression of Buddhist 
priests in South Viet Nam 
Hie 
closing of sy nagogues in the Soviet 
Union, 
the 
H ungarian 
govern­ 
m ent’s treatm ent of Joseph C ar­ 
dinal M indszenty who is in ex ile 
in the U.S. Legation in Budapest, 
and a ban on Protestant missions 
in som e countries. 


Recalling 
his 
address 
to 
the 
G eneral Assembly two y ears ago, 
Kennedy said that at that tim e 
“ the shadow of fear lay dark ly 
across the w orld,” 
But tix iay , he said, “ the clouds 
have lifted a little so that new 
ray s of hope can break through.” 


And he term ed the lest-ban tre a ­ 
ty the first specific step in 17 y ears 
to limit the nuclear arm s race. 


“ We 
m eet 
today ,” 
said 
Ken­ 
nedy , “ in an atm osphere of rising 
hope, and at a mom ent of com­ 
parative calm .” 
He said his appearance at the 
United Nations was “ not a sign 
of crisis hut of confidence.” 
“ Today ," Kennedy d e c l a r e d , 
“ we may have reached a pause 
in the cold w ar.” 
But he said it is a milestone— 
not the millennium. 
And term ing the pause an op­ 
portunity , he added: 


“ If we can stretch this pause 
into a period of fruitful coopera­ 
tion—if both sides can now gain 
new confidence and true ex peri­ 
ence in concrete collaboration for 
peace—if we can now he as bold 
and farsighted in the control of 
deadly weapons as we have been 
in their creation—then surely , this 
sm all step can he the start of a 
long and fruitful journey .” 
Kennedy said 
there 
are basic 
differences 
between 
the 
I nited 


States and the Soviet Union that 
put a limit on agree ments and 
“ forbid the relax ation of vigi­ 
lance.” 


No m atter, he said, “ we need 
a 
much better weapon than tile ll- 
bomh—a weapon better than bal­ 
listic 
missiles 
or 
nuclear 
sub­ 
m arines—and that better weapon 
is peaceful cooperation.” 
The President said he believe* 
both nations and their allies can 
work 
out 
further 
agreem ents 
“ which .spring 
from our m utual 
interest 
in 
avoiding 
mutual 
de­ 
struction ” 
He 
tick ed 
off 
these 
possible 
areas of future negotiation 
The prevention of w ar by acci­ 
dent or m iscalculation, safeguards 
against 
surprise att! a c k 
“ includ­ 
ing 
observation 
posts 
at 
k e y 
points," control over the transfer 
of nuclear weapons to nonnm lear 
powers, conversion of the atom to 
peaceful purposes, a ban on un­ 
derground nuclear tests “ with ade­ 
q uate 
inspection 
and 
enforce­ 
m ent,” 
and 
a 
freer

flow of information and people.

Richard B. Russell, L)-Ga., an­ 
other strong opponent of the treaty , 
told a reporter today that the Soviet 
Union’s latest proposal for a dis­ 
arm am ent m eeting at the sum m it

Grom y k o proposed an 18 -nation dis­ 
arm am ent m eeting in an address to 
the U.N. G eneral Assembly T hurs­ 


day . 


“ This is ex a ctly wha t I ha d in 
mind,” sa id Russell, who ha d a r­ 
gued tha t the trea ty wa s a step 
to wa rd disa rma ment witho ut pro p­ 
er sa fegua rds. “ The Russia ns will 
ma ke a ll kinds o f pro po sa ls fo r 
disa rma ment with self-inspectio n.” 


G oldw ater. a m ajor general in the 
Air Force R eserve, said that after 
reviewing the long debate and testi­ 
mony on the treaty he had been im ­ 
pressed by one argum ent for it and 


two against. 


“ In favor of it, after all is said and 
done, is a hope, usually described as 
a faint glim m er, that this m ay he 
the first step tow ard easing tension 
in the w orld,” he said. 
One argum ent against it, he went 
on, is that “ this treaty is a political 
ambush, baited by the necessity of 
the Soviet to ease the m any pres­ 
sures upon its ty ranny .”

This contrasts coasiderably with 
past appraisals in which Blanshard 
has pictu red the chu rch’s tradition 
a1 positions as contrary to demo­ 
cratic principles.

“There is a new attitu de of 
personal cordiality which is mu ch 
better than the petty , old hostili­ 
ties.” 
In Blanshard’s v iew, the chu rch 
still needs to make many readju st­ 
ments, to implement specifically the 
newly dev eloping ou tlook, and he 
torsoes harmfu l tensions in Catholic 
demands for tax aid to parochial 
schools. 
Blanshard, a lawy er, autho r ami 
o ne-time public o fficial, was o n 
his way to Ro me this week. to take 
in the seco nd sessio n o f the Vati­ 
can Ecumenical Co uncil, o pening 
Sept. 29. The first sessio n last 
y ear lo o sed new currents in the 
church. 
At 71, he is an alert, relax ed 
man, as cou rtly as his trim mu s­ 
tache and tweedy su it, and as per­ 
sonally g enial in manner as he often 
has been slashing rn his thru sts at 
Catholicism. 
A new book by Blanchard, ‘‘Re­ 
lig ion and the Schools,” is being 
pu blished by Beacon Press Oct. 2.

Finding the Responsibility 


The nation shares Birmingham’* own shock at the death of six 
y ou ng Negroes in a tragic chu rch bombing and later street shootings. 
Only a few day s earlier, in Mary land, Gov . George C. Wallace of 
Alabama had asserted with cu riou s pride that not one of the prev iou s 
47 bombings in Birmingham and the rest of Alabama had resu lted in 


ev en a scratch to any person. 
The good citizens of Alabama neither need nor want lectu res from 
elsewhere on the fru its of v iolence. In recent week s they hav e been 
strongly v ocal on this su bject. And they are v iewing with discern- 
nient the hard facts of life. 
Little more than a y ear ago, standard comment in and ou tside 
the Sou th had it that Sou th Carolina, Alabama and Mississippi com­ 
prised the bastions of stou test resistance to desegregation of schools 
and other pu blic facilities. 
Since that time, all three states hav e been compelled by cou rt 
directiv es to u ndertak e v ary ing degrees of desegregation. 
In Sou th Carolina this change has come to Clemson College, the 
Univ ersity of Sou th Carolina and pu blic schools in Charleston. 
Thou gh it is abu ndantly clear the citizens of Sou th Carolina gen­ 
erally oppose desegregation as stau nchly as do people in Alabama 
and Mississippi, the transition in Smith Carolina has been managed 
withou t ev en a shadow of v iolence or disru ption. 
Sou th Carolina’s Gov . Donald Ru ssell made plain from the ou tset 
that no distu rbance of any sort wou ld be tolerated. Ile and the co­ 
operating local officials and school au thorities took ironclad prev ail* 
cau tions against trou ble. They were eminently su ccessfu l. 
The citizens of Birmingham, look ing at the way segregationist 
Sou th Carolina handled its problems may not hav e too mu ch trou ble 
in placing responsibility for the tragedy of v iolence that has beset 
them in the difficu lt months of 1%.'!.

Conseq u ently , the nu ptial-minded gals may hav e better odds going 
for them. Minister* and florists will become more prosperou s. Hou se 
and apartment bu ilders will be bu sier. 
Two slight cau tions to the 1A who chooses marriage: He mu st 
“ maintain bona fide family relations” with a wife. And he shou ldn’t 
attem pt the marital leap after the postman drops a letter which be­ 
gins: “ Greetings.

Q— My Doctor say s I hav e poor 
circulation. What do y ou recommend 
for this? 
A—Since there are sev eral forms 
of poor circulation, this is a rather 
v ague term. 
I would assume, to begin with, 
that y ou do not hav e the ex treme 
form which y our doctor would hav e 
calk'd heart failure, but rather that 
y our hands and feet are cold at 
times when other People’s are warm. 
This could he due to neuro-circu- 
latory asthenia, a v ery common a il­ 
ment that goes under many names 
such 
as 
“ effort 
sy ndrome” 
and 
“ chronic v asomotor instability .” 
The condition is often due to un­ 
warranted worry about the heart. 
Another cause of poor circuation 
could be one of the ex tremities. 
These 
include 
localized 
hardening 
of the arteries, and Ray naud’s dis­ 
ease 
and 
Buerger's 
disease, 
in 
which 
both 
the 
arteries 
and 
the 
v eins become obstructed. 
Because causes are widely v aried, 
the proper treatment of one cause 
would not benefit the others. When 
y our 
doctor 
has 
determined 
the 
ty pe of poor circulation, he will be 
able 
to 
recommend 
appropriate 
treatment, 
but 
v ery 
often 
these 
conditions are hard to cure. 
Q—I hav e rheumatoid arthritis for 
which I take Plaquenil, Dex amy l, 
and 
aspirin 
daily , 
lf 
I 
became 
pregnant, would these affect the un­ 
born child? 
A—Since the discov ery that tha­ 
lidomide taken in the first three 
months 
of 
pregnancy 
can 
cause 
tragic malformations in the fetus, 
the 
whole 
subject 
of 
drugs 
and 
pregnancy 
has come under close 
scrutiny by the medical profession, 
the drug 
manufacturers, 
and 
the 
Federal Food and Drug Administra­ 
tion. 
There is at present no ev idence 
that hy drox y chloroquine (Plaquenil), 
dex troamphetamine 
with 
amobar­ 
bital (Dex amy l), or aspirin in the 
amounts 
usually prescribed 
would 
be harmful to the dev eloping em ­ 
bry o, but it is a good rule to cut 
the use of all drugs to an irreducible 
minimum rn the early months of 
pregnancy . 
You r 
doctor 
shou ld 
su perv ise 
y ou r prenatal care and help y ou 
to regu late the amou nt of these 
dru gs that y ou shou ld tak e. 
Q—Can a person 
take too much 
rutin? Are there any bad side ef­ 
fects? 
A—Ru tin is a form of v itamin P. 
No deficiency of 
this v itamin 
in 
human beings has ev er been re­ 
ported. This makes me wonder why 
y ou are taking it. 
Vitamin P has the same effect 
as the v tiamin C found so abund­ 
antly in tomatoes and citrus fruits. 
A person can get too much of any 
good thing, so my adv ice is: Get 
y our v itamins at the grocery store 
and not at the drugstore.

hu t it doesn’t stick . 
So nev er be satisfied with memo rizatio n witho ut understanding . 
If y o u understand so mething , it ll stick; it beco mes part o f y o u. 
Straig ht memo rizing do esn't stick. 


Bu t there are tim es when m em orization is necessary . Dates in his­ 
tory , form u las in phy sics, definitions in m ath, selections of poetry 
all 
m ay req u ire m em orization. Bu t m em orize them only after y ou v e u nder­ 


stood why they shou ld be as they are. 
There seem to be three different ty pes of m em ories: v isu al, au ditory 


and olfactory . 
Most people (abou t 9 0 per cent) hav e v isu al m em ories. They rem em ­ 
ber pictu res better than sou nds, lf y ou hav e a v isu al m em ory , u se it. 
F or instance, if y ou hav e to rem em ber a long series of items, think of 
a pictu re y ou can associate with each item (the sillier the better), then 
tie all the pictu res into a single big pictu re and ju st rem em ber that. On 
a test, it’ll be easy to “ decode” the pictu re. 
Yo u may hav e an audito ry memo ry . (If y o u’re musically inclined, 
y o u’ll pro bably be an “ audio phile.” ) Fo r y o u. the best way to mem­ 
o rize is in sing so ng , repetitiv e patterns—the mo re tuneful the better. 
Another good way that seem s to work eq u ally well for both ty pes of 
m em ories is to m ak e nonsense words from the first letter of each item 


to be m em orized. 
A few people rem em ber odors m ore easily than they rem em ber 
sou nds or pictu res. D espite m odern research with perfu m ed tex ts, no 
su re-fire m em orization techniq u e for the ‘ odorophiles ’ has been dis­ 
cov ered. Su ggestions from read ers will be appreciated. 
No m atter w hat ty pe y ou are, sav e the m em orization u ntil shortly 
before a test; it’s the only way y ou can be slu e it’ll stick .
